JAY AND HIS STOCKS. 


MR. JAY GOULD ON THE WITNESS 
STAND 


He Telis of His Dealings in Pacific Bailroed Securi- 
tiee—The Oredit Mobilier Revived—Mr. Blaine 
Connected With It- What Caused Oakes 
Ames’s Death—The Testimony, Etc. 


New Yor«, May 17,—-The continuation of 
the investigation before the Pacific railway 
commission this morning founi the 
well known broker, John Ponder, on 
the stand. He went over the old story of 
the®credit mobilier, in which the names of Jim 
Fisk, Jay Gould, Oakes and Oliver Ames, John 
Balley and others figured prominently. He 


took occasion to vindicate Oakes Ames, saying 


that he was an honorable man and was killed 
by the infamous stories told concerning him 

When asked if Mr. John Balley was dead, wit- 
ness said he was as good as dead; that he was 
poor. He attempted to show the connection of 
Mr. Blaine with the credit mobilier. He said 
that when Tom Scott was elected president of 
the Union Pacific, Mr. Stott told witness he 
had bonds which belonged to Mr. Blaine 
which the Union Pacific would have to pay. 
The steck was shown to witness. 

Jay Gould was the next witness. His firat 
connection with the Union Pacific was in 1873. 
He bought largely of that stock at 35 and be- 
low, buiit went down tol5. He found that 
the road bad an immense floating indeb:ed- 
ness, and went to work with Sidney Dillon and 
Oliver Ames, and as they improved the proper- 
ty the stock went up. 

“T deny emphatically,” said Mr. Gould, ‘‘that 
I had any connection with the Union Pacific 
hefore 1873. I never. took any interest in the 
Kansas Pacific until 1573, and reca!l nothing 
of the proposed consolidation with the Uaion 
Vacificas early as 1875. fhere mighi have 
been something in the press about it, but I am 
Lot responsible for what floats 
about ina paper. I remember nothing ofa 
consultation with Colonel Thomas at Scott’s 
hotel in Philadelaphia, concerning the pro- 
posed coneolidation of the roads in 1875, nor do 
I remember any action looking to unity of in- 
terest between the Kansas Pacific and Colo- 
rado Central at that time.” Subsequently wit- 
ness said there was an agreement at one time 
for such an union, but it was never carried oat, 
and he must have seen Colonel Scott in refer- 
ence to it. Witness recalled the poo! agreement 
of 1878, and said he signed for over three mil- 
lion gecurities. It was soon demonstrated that 
the pool agreement would not carry, and a con- 
so:idated mortgage was determined on. Witness 
didnot remember who managed the pool and 
kept figures, or whether he actually delivered 
the securities to the executive committee or 
not. ‘After we bad scooped all the eecurities, ’ 
eaid the witness, ‘and a consolidated mortgage 
bed been executed, stock was issued to holders 
of pool securities.”’ 

bir. Gould here presented statements of his 
dealings in Kansas Pacific and was examinel 
at length with reference to them. Witness 
made a large sale of Union Pacific stock to 
Cammack and Keene in 1879. On the first of 
January, 1879, he owned 170,000 shares of 
stock and on the 24th of January, 1880, he 
was clear on the books of the Union Pacific. 

' Mr. Gould continuing said: “The consolida- 
ticn was an assured fact January 15, 1880, for 
I signed the paper on that day and I helda 
controllir g interest in the Kansas Pacific. It 
was desirable to effect the consolidation to put 
in Denver Pacific sto¢k, of which I held 
$1,000,000 worth, which I bought at ten cents. 
As trustce I held 29,986 shares, and I told Mr. 
Holmes if he could get an order of court re- 
leasing it we wou'd put in it more than it was 
worth; that is at $500,000. I remember tis, 
particularly, as I sold $1,000,000 worth at ten 
and shorily after bought it back at par. Th: 
t:ustees would have got nothing of this stock 
bid it not been released, for the bonds would 
have been foreclosed and the stock could not 
have gone into consolidation. What I did in 
the matter was the best possible thing for the 
tiust, and I am willing to stand by my action. 
The parties having charge of the consolida- 
tion agreed to give $500,000 for this t-ust stock, 
aud but for this arrangement nothing coald 
haye been done toward paying off 
the mortgage. Whatever the c nso ilated 
company put its sealto had an immediate 
vaiue, and though it was not obliged to accapt 
this Denver Pacific stock, we arranged that it 
should, and we thus did our daty by our 
trost.” 

This closed Mr. Gould’s examination for the 
day, and the investigation was adjouraed until 


‘: tomorrow. In answer to Commissioner Ander- 


son’s searching questions regarding the hand- 
ling of Denver Pacific stock in trust, Mr. Gould 
replied vigorously and gesticulated violently. 
He seemed greatly incensed atthe imputation 
of a dishonorable deal between Mr. Sage and 
himself in reference to this trust. 


THE PANAMA CANAL 


An English Engineer Upon the Difficulties 
of the Great Undertaking. 
WASHINGTON, May 15. —Mr., R. Nelson Boyd, 
member of the institute of civil engineers, 
London, who has spent a good deal of time in 
personally inspecting the Panama canal, says 
that the immense and _ difficult work 
undertaken by Count DeLesseps cannot 
be accomplished under six years 
from January 1, 1887, “as _ estimated 
by men acquainted with the circumstances 
and competent to judge.” ‘‘Judging from all 
I have seen and heard,” he said, “I am in- 
clined to think it will take nearer twelve than 
six years. The money already spent cin only 
be surmised, but it must be very considerable. 
It is generally believed that more than the 
origival capital has been already spent.

Nuw YORK, May 17.—The Commercial Ad- 
vertiser says an ac ra is being effected 
among certain cap ts in this city to trade 
in silver bullion certificates, as grain and cot- 
ton certificates are now dealtin. The head 
center of this organization is to be the new 
Western National bank, of which ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury Manning and ex-Treasurer 
Jordan are the founders. Mr. Manning and 
bis associates have planned to make New York 
the chief seat of the silver ballion trade, and 
thus to transfer the control of the silver mar- 
ket from London to New York. Their plan of 
operations isto have silver bullion in large 
quantities deposited with the Western National 
bank, or elsewhere; to issue certificates against 
bullion so deposited, and to have these certifi- 
cates traded in verp much as grain certificates 
are in Chicago.

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THE BUDGET REJECTED 


AND GOBLET AND HIS MINISTRY 
RESIGN. 


The Firancial Policy of the French Goverument Does 
Not Meet the Approval of the Chamber of Dap- 
uties— fhe Debate in the British House of 
Commons on the Coercion Bill, Bta. 


Paris, May 17.—The debate on the report of 
the budget committee, which demands a reduc- 
tion in the estimates submitted by the govern- 
ment, was begun in the chamber of deputies 
today. M. Dauphin, minister of finance, de- 
clared that in their proposals the government 
had effected all retrenchments that are possible 
and had re-established financial equilibriam 
through income and alcoholic taxes. The 
country knew that the government were acting 
more in corsonance with parliamentary tradi- 
tions than was the course suggested in the re- 
port of the budget committee. [Applause from 
the left and a part of the center. } 

M. Ducago attacked the financial policy of 
the republic. 

M, Laffon spoke in support of the govern- 
ment and condemned the action of the budget 
committee. 

M. Rouviere said the committee could not 
accept the government's proposal for increased 
taxation and expenditures, 

Premier Goblet said the present financial 
situation was the result of accumulated errors 
of past governments. He was ready to work 
with the committee, with the view of provid. 
ing eflicacious remedies. Thé government 
desired to balance the budget even by fresh 
taxation, if necessary. He reproached 
the committee with demanding re- 
forms which it knew to be impracticable 
from a budget point of view. [Cries of dis- 
sent.] He found nothing that justified the 
committee’s hostility either in the govera- 
ment’s internal policy or in its foreign policy, 
neither of which was lacking in wisdom and 
fairness. He was ready to co-operate again 
with the committee or to leave the office, as 
the chamber might decide, [Applause.] 

The chamber by vote of 275 to 259 rejected 
the proposals of the government and proceeded 
to discuss the order of the day. 

M. Goblet then announced that the cabinet 
would resign. Assoonas the announcement 
had been made members of the cabinet left the 
house. : 

Afterward a resolution was prepared by the 
budget committee, affirming the necessity of 
adopting new plans for retrenchment. 

The resolution was adopted by a vote of 312 
to 143, andthe chamber then adjourned until 
Morday next, . 

J he resignation of the cabinet has been accep 
tid. The minority was made up entirely of 
republicans, The majority consisted of 167 
republicans and 105 reactionaries. It is ex- 
pected that M. De Freycinet will be summoned 
to form a cabinet tomorrow. 


HARCOURT ON COERCION. 
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He Propounds Some Hard Questions to tire 
Government. 

LONDON, May 17.~—The debate on the coer: 
cion bill was resumed this evedinge. 

Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt moved an amend 
ment exempting from secret inquiry all pro- 
ceedings relating to public feelings or agrariau 
movements, including combinations to obtain 
reductions in rent. He said that if the gov- 
ernment were content to direct inquiries au- 
thorized under the bill to such offenses as 
murder, arson, “moonlighting” and mutilation 
of cattle, the bill might pass. The bill would 
tren deal with actaal crime--it would not be 
a meature creating offenses. In its present 
form, the bill might apply to 
matters never before recognized as 
elements of incrimination. The 
house ought not to allow a measure to pass for 
the purpose of repressing crime which really 
had another object. What was the govern- 
ment’s intention? Did they propose to sup- 
press combinations against landlords? Was a 
breach of contract to be made a criminal of- 
fense? Would the government give to Irish 


Senants the same assurance of protection as was 


given to laborers in England? [Cheers.}] Would 
they make it clear that the tenants’ right of 
combining—with regard to land cultivation, 
which was their industry—would be placed 
upon the same footing with the rights of Eng 

lish workmen with regard to their labor? If 
there was a land trades union in Ireland, would 
the bill suppress it? [Cheers] If so, on what 
ground did the government distinguish be- 
tween an Irish trades-union and an English 
trades-union? [Cheers.] 

Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, 
held that the offenses embraced in the measure 
bad been sufficiently defined and that the 
amendment, if adopted, would simply render 
the bill futile, leaving out nearly gil agrarian 
offenses. aid that the comparison of 
trades-union with Irish conspiracy to pay no 
rent was obviously absurd. The law of coa- 
spiracy regarding wages had a distinct history 
from what wasnow occurring in Ireland. The 
bill dealt with conspiracy to defraud landlords; 
with conspiracy to prevent the free exercise of 
private and public rights in matters of trade 
and other forms of boycotting. As to the sug- 
gestion that the bill would be allowed to pro- 
gress if the government conceded the amsend- 
ment he would distinctly intimate that the 
government would not yield to obstruction 
anything they refused to argument. [Cheers ] 

Mr. Dillon contended that unless the amend- 
ments were accepted the government would be 
able to imprison everybody who might be 
politically obnoxious. Landlords who had 
not received their rents might 
swear out an information of 
conspiracy, causing all sorts of persons to be 
brought up for bogusinguiry. If they refused 
to answer questions, such persons might bs 
imprisoned as long as the government chose. 
[Cries of “Hear!” “Hear!’’]

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YELLOW METAL THAT STARTELD 
THE GREAT EXCITEMENT 


Now Bottled Up and Safely Kept at the National 
Museum-A Talk With an Argonaut—Early 
Scenes in Gan Franciseo—Tthe Restless 
Prospectors and Their Hard Lifa, 


From the Washingctoz Star. 

The original cause of the great California 
gold fever=the first fever germ—is at the National 
Museum. It is securely sealed in a little glass bot- 
tle, and there is no longer any danger of conta- 
gion. It isa little flattened piece of gold about 
the size ofa gold dollar. It is the piece found by 
Marshall while digging a mill race the year before 
the fever set in. It was sent direct to the Smith- 
sonian in August, 1848. The following is a copy of 
the letter that accompanies it : 


° in the race 
A. Sutter’s sawmill, about f -five miles from 
Sutter’s fork, on the south branch of the American 
fork. It was beaten out with a hammer by Mr. 
Marshall to test its malleability. It is presented to 
the National Institute, Washington, D. C. 
J. L, FOLSOM, 


J.L. Folsom wasa taptain in the United States 
service. There are ma ny pieces of gold in Califor 
nia claimed to be the first found, but none of them 
have the facts in favor of their claim. The dis- 
covery of this piece of gold by Marshall led to the 
search for more, and it was found. It was the seed 
that up to 18:0 had produced $1,200,000,000 in gold. 
Prior to this discovery Indians and afew mission 
ary priests bad been collecting some gold in other 
parts of the state, but this wasthe very first piece 
found in the gold belt, and it led tothe great rush 
to California in ’49. 

RECOLLECTIONS OF AN ARGONAUT. 

Dr. R. M. Dawes, the dentist of West Washing- 
ton, wasoneofthe forty-niners who started out 
from Washington. He was talking over the mat- 
ter with a Star reporter for a little while last evea- 
ing. 

“A party of us,’ hesaid, ‘‘took a sailing-vessel as 
Baltimore in March, and we were seven months 
and fourteen days making the trip to San Francis- 
co. There were my brother and ex-Senator Sar- 
cent, then a local reporter in Washington, one or 
two other Wasbington boys, and myself; and there 
weré quite a number of others from Baltimore to 
make upthe party. That was the way Sargent 
first went to the state, he afterward represent- 
ed in the senate. We had apreity hard voy- 
sge. The captain of the vessel treated us so badly 
that when we got to Rio de Janeiro we complained 
to the consul and had him removed. This caused 
a delay of fourtcen days. ‘Then at Valparaiso we 
had to unload a steam engine and other cargo, 
which caused a delay of twenty days more, It was 
a very weary voyage before we zot to San Francisco. 
Sargent did not go aJl the way withus. He got off 
at Valparaiso, and froin there Sailed to San Francisco 
in another vessel. Iremember that he studied 
Spanish all the way from Baltimore to Rio de 
Janeiro, 

EARLY DAYS IN SAN FRANCISCO, 

“When wearrived at San lrancisco several of 
our party who were carpenters stopped there. They 
got $16 a day for working at their trade there, and 
thought it better than takmg the chances in the 
mines. There were six in my party who went into 
prospecting. Everything was tever and excitement 
therethen All sorts of sensational reports of big 
finds were circulated, but there was no’ as much 
outlawry as many people suppose. In-San Fran 
cisco there was considerable gambling. It was not 
much ofa city then. Ail the buildings were frame, 
and the gambling houses were like the frame bar- 
racks they put up for soidiers. The gaming rooms 
were in front andthe bar in the rear. Gamblers 
would pay $50 a night foreach table. Tey never 
counted the money, but just stacked it up on the 
table, and measured itin that way. The gamblers 
were the only men who wore white shirts, 

DISPENSING JUSTICE, 

“There were no courts. If a man committed an 
ofievse in the diggings he was tried by twelve men 
selected for the occasion, and their decisions were 
prompt and just. For that reason there were few 
crimes committed. Our gold was left in camp 
without any one to guard it and it was never 
stolen. I would sometimes leave a day’s digging in 
% pan outin the sun todry. No one ever disturbed 
it. For serious crimes the jury of twelve would 
hang a man, for petty larceny they would horse- 
whip him and give him twenty-four hours to get 
outof camp. Ifa man sunk a pit and threw a pick 
or shovel in it, he could go on prospecting, and if 
he returned any time within ten days he would 
find his claim to the!diggings respected. 

“When our party landed,” he continued, “we 
went to Sacramento, where we got three yoke of 
oxen end a wagon that had come overland, and 
started for the diggings, well stocked with provi- 
sions. We went first to South Fork, then to North 
Fork or Feather river. There was so much mud 
that we had to abandon our cattle and wagon aud 
carry our packs on our backs. Wedid pretty well. 
but I was sick and had to keep out of the trenches 
and give up mining for a while. When we dis 
solved partnership at North Fork a sack of flour 
fell to myshare and I soldit for $200, I then 
bought a boat and gun and shot quail and jack 
rabbits and sold them in Sen Francisco. Quail 
brought $7 and $8 per dozen dead,and $12 alive; 
and jack rabbits $7 aud Seach, The second time 
I went back to San Francisco the cholera was 
raging there. Men were dropping dead like sheep 

GOLD BY THE PANFUL, 

“IT went into the diggings again, and we came 
across a big rock near middle fork standing high 
outofthe water, which whirledin aswift eddy 
around it. Weknew it there was any gold in that 
locality it would be right in this eddy. So we fill- 
en bags with sand, made a dam toturn the water 
aside so we could getatit. Thevery first dip o 
my pan brought up $218 worthof go'd. After 
working there a week we divided up and each got 
£900 as hisshare. There were six of us, 

‘After we got that hole worked out we began on 
the bigh banks and it paid well, but the work was 
too dangerous. There were large loose rocks over- 
head, and one day’I just saved myself by swinging 
to a ledge in time to let one pass under me ag it 
rolled down the bank. After.that we stopped work 
there. The next rich place we struck was in Oaion 
valley. When we got there it was so cold thi: we 
could work orly two hours a day, bat each of us 
made fiom $50 to $i0aday. The gold was in large 
nuggets. Some were found worth 330 to $10. It 
was very late when we struck there and could not 
stay long onaccountofthe cold. We left a party 
there. and my brother tu!d him that they had been 
snowed in witbout fuel, and most of them were 
severely frostbitten, and some died from exposure, 

THE RESTLESS MINERS, 

“Nore of us got rich,’’ Dr. Dawes continued 
“The trouble was with all the miners that they did 
not siay in one place long enough to make it pay 
If they had been content to stay where they were 
making $10 to $20a day, they might have doae 
well. But there were always false reports of im- 
mense finds somewhere else, and they would pul 
up Stakes and move on, only to find that they had 
been fooled. No matter how well they were doing, 
a report of something better carried them off In 
this way they spent as much in prospecting as they 
made in digging. Someofthem got terribly de- 
moralized. I have seen strong men cryi ng because 
they could not get home to the east. Their folks 
could not send them money to bring them back, 
and they could not earn enough. 

“With all our good luck, I guess the most money 
Thadatany one time was about $1,500. Each 
week the membersofa company had a way of 
guessing at the amount of gold they had accn unn- 
lated, the man who came farthest from the mark 
t» pay for a bottle of whisky. None of my compsa- 
ny could make out how it was that I never had to 
pay forthe whisky. I always guessed last, and put 
the figures just between the two extremes: so 
there was always some one farther from the mark 
than I, 

“It was roughing it with a vengeance ont there. 
I have slept out in the winter rains without a tent, 
and merely something overmy head to keep the 
rein from battering my face, and little trenches 
dug around my body to carry the water off.”

The State Fair and Our Exposition, 
We print with pleasure the manly and 
generous letter of Hon. R. A. Nisbet, gen- 
eral superintendent of the state fair, which 
will be found in another column.

From time to time our telegraphic advices 
report the abatement of the cholera plague 
in South America, 

There is not a word of truth in these dis- 
patches. They-are manufactured or colored 
to suit the South American authorities. 

The mails cannot keep pace with the 
wires, but every batch that comes to hand 
describes a frightful state of affairs. Instead 
of abating, the pestilence is spreading, It 
is steadily marching northward. Santiago, 
the capital of Chili, has suffered severely. 
Many of the Argentine provinces have been 
depopulated. 

In Bolivia the disease manifests an alarm- 
ing phase. The persons attacked display all 
the viciousness of mad dogs. Instead of 
permitting others to minister to their wants 
they snap and bite, and ferociously rend to 
pieces their friends, relatives, physicians 
and nurses, Naturally this state of affairs 
has brought about a perfect reign of terror. 
Whole villages rise en masse and flee to the 
woods when a single cholera case makes its 
appearance, and the afilicted are left unat- 
tended and unburied. 

Perhaps this virulent pest will not reach 
the United States. But what is going to 
stop it? Upon what do we base our hops 
of exemption? It will take active sanitary 
work, and a good deal of it, to make us se- 
cure, 


A Look Ahead. 

The Rev. Joseph Cook in his recent lecture 
in Nashville threw outa few points worth 
pondering over. 

America, the lecturer said, has prospects 
that will make her the hope or the curse of 
the world. 

We had fifty millions of people in 1880, 
and have been doubling in every \twenty- 
five or thirty years. Some old men now 
living will see a population of one hundred 
millions. Some of our young men will see 
in 1950a population of two hundred and 
fifty millions, and fifty years later there will 
be five hundred millions of Americans, 

The greatest dangers threatening our rap- 
idly growing nation exist in our large cities. 
An English statesman claims that under our 
system of government no city of any size is 
well governed or ever will be. Lord Ma- 
caway predicted that Huns and Vandals 
would breed in our cities and find a Cicsar 
or a Napoleon to lead them. 

With this general view of our prospects, 
one thing looms up very distinctly. If our 
millions are to go ondoubling in each gen- 
eration, the value of land in the near future 
will reacha high figure. The swiadling 
designs of speculators upon our public lands 
must be checked. Our landholders need not 
be too anxious to sell. Their children or 
grandchildren will find a bonanza in the 
Jands which are now almost unmarketable. 
The pressure of increasing populatioa will 
give us a steady boom in real estate all the 
time, except in localities where a speculative 
fever has forced land upto unreasonable 
prices. There is somethipgin all this that 
is worthy of all the consideration we can 
give it, . , 

Good Advice for Kentucky. 

The Hon. Boyd Winchester writes from 
the legation of the United States at Berne 
a strong letter to the Courier-Journal advis- 
ing the people of Louisville and of Kentacky 
“‘to inaugurate a broad, vigorour policy for 
the proper development of the dormant ca- 
pabilities of the state.’? 

Mr. Winchester’s language is a trifle ele- 
vated, but he gets there with both feet so far 
as the idea is concerned. He means that it 
would be a good idea for the people of Ken- 
tucky to get to work developing the mate- 
rial and industrial resources of their state;

ARE THEY SALAMANDERS? 


Scientists Invited to Inspect Two Curious 
Animals From Japan, 
From the New York Tribune. 

One hot day last week a Tribune reporter 
climbed to the top of the building occupied by 
Charles Reiche & Brother, importers of rare ani- 
mals, at No. 95 Park Row. The coolest things in 
the building, apparently, were what looked like 
two enormous lizards in a tub of water. The tub, 
which was about as large as an English bath- 
tub, was twothirds full of water, and its 
botiom was covered with gravel. The water was 
of a yellow color and as dirty as its occa- 
pants. But the two animals did not seem to mind 
the dirt, for they appeared to regret that there was 
not more of it, so that they could hide themselves 
from yiew. The larger animal wasabout three feet 
long, with a tail, which formed half its length, 
shaped like that of a polliwog. Therest of its 

_ body was formed on the lizard plan. Its color was 


| brown, with large yellow spots distributed over its 


body after the make up of a pudding stone, The 
other animal was about two feet long, considerably 
darker in color than its companion, and quieterin 
its movements. 

The animals , were curious to look at, but there 
was nothing exciting in them until one of the as: 
sistants dropped intothe tub a pound of cut raw 
meat. The big fellow came to the top of the water 
like a trout with legs, opened his mouth, that 
showed slender teethan inch long, blinked his 
eyes, which were about the size of half peas,gulped 
his beef and then went off in a doze at the bottom 
ofthe tub. Ina few moments, however, he raised 
his nose, which was shaped like a square-toed boot 
and sent a quantity of air bubbles to the surface of 
the water. 

‘That's the way he smokes,’’ said one of the at- 
tendants, refcrring to the bubblesof air that drifted 
up to the surface like rings of smoke. ‘‘They are 
salamanders, you know,’ he added, in explana- 
tion of his remark. ‘‘Yes,’’ said Hermann Reiche, 
‘these are salamanders, the first to come to this 
country. We received them yesterday from or 
place in Alfeld, Germany, by the steamer Elbe. 
They were captured by some of our men in Japan, 
We have been trying for a long time to get some of 
these giant salamanders.”’ 

Mr, Reiche had not been able to find any au- 
thority on salamanders in this country, and so 
drew on libraries for his information. The results 
of hiseffortsshow that, according to Pliny and 
Cuvier, there is no danger of salamanders be- 
coming popular as pets. Pliny describes the poor 
creatures as horrible beasts, and one might infer 
from his account that they would be handy in the 
house in case of a fire, as they are described as 
cold enough to extinguish fire by coming in con- 
tact with it. He also describes the salamander as 
the most dangerous of all venomous beasts, for it 
can crawl up a tree and infect all the fruit with its 
poison, and thus killall those who eat the fruit. 
In this way he vilifies the brutes, and adds insnit 
to injury by dubbing the species “Crytobranchus 
Maximus.”’ 

The reporter stuck hiscanein the tub and in- 
vited Mr. Salamander to climb, just as he would 
wrestle with a fruit tree at home. But the brute 
only grunted and scuttled off, with his paws look- 
ing more like suckers or tentacles than claws, and 
thus destroyed the illusion that he was a gymuast. 
Mr. Reiche said that the Japanese hold salaman- 
ders in great awe, and thathe wanted the scient- 
ists here to look at them and decide what they 
are, They will probably be sent back to Europe 


Who's Dar?

On the evening of the 15th of May, 1864, 
Generals Butler and Beauregard faced each other 
on the James river in the neighborhood of Bermu- 
da Hundred, Butler's headquarters on that night 

‘ were in a farmhouse within nine miles of Rich- 
mond, and he had had the best of the fighting in- 
dulged in during the day. The sun was scarcely 
down before Beauregard’s chief of scouts called six 
of us subordinates together for consultation, and in 
half an hour each man had his work planned for 
him on the right of Butler’s line, which rested on 
the James, Or was probably supposed to by the 
commander. Instead of this, however, as was easi- 
ly discovered from our front before dark, his line of 
infantry rested on high ground a long three- 
quarters ofa mile trom the water. What other 
troops filled the gap we could not make out, and it 
was almost believed that some mistake or blunder 
had left a gap by which Beauregard could march 
in and turn the federal flank. 

The orders issued to the scouts were to inspect 
this stretch of ground and asceriain what troops 
occupied it, and how they weresituated to meet a 
sudden attack. We did not leave the outposts un- 
til 10 o’clock, and by thattimea mist was rising 
from the river and the low lands to increase the 
Garknets of ihe night, We separated to take in the 
whole mileifront,and as we were all‘dressed in blue 
each one went forward in confidence. I had the 
uniform of a federal second lieutenant, and from 
prisoners we had captured that day I knew that 
the first troops we should find in this direction 
would belong to Heeckman’s brigade. I made no 
effort whatever at concealment, but walked straight 
ahead towards the federal lines, and the first saln-

All along in front of Weit- 
ze)’s division we found telegraph wires strung from 
tree to tree and stump to stump, and we were pro- 
vided with files to remove them. We worked at 
this a full bour, and then knowing that the 
confederate advance would be made soon 
after midnight, we made our way back to the 
lines. On the way we picked up an orderly ser- 
geaut of cavalry who was drunk and riding about 
the country at will. He was bent forward on the 
saddle, clasping his horse’s mane with both hands 
and the animal was picking its own way and tak- 
ipgits own time. While my comrade led the 
horse I held the sergeant in the saddle,and he 
kept muttering to himself: 

“Ole fell’r, y’er diunk—stavin’ drunk! Boys, 
whazzer shink of a fell’r who gets drunk on ’leck- 
sbun day, eh?’’ i 

He wasn’t sober enciigh to realize the situation 
when we turned him over a prisoner, but with 
maudlin gravity he held out his hand to the cap- 
tain who received him and said: 

“Shay, Gener’l, gimme two dollar ’nd I'll lick 
Misser Bu’gard’s hull army in jess two minits!’’ 


EARTHQUAKES ARE COMMON. 


We Have Always Haut Them and May Ex- 
pect Many More. 
From ihe New York Tribune. 

An educator who has given much study to earth- 
quakes and volcanoes is Profestor John K. Rees, 
of Columbia college. He is a stoutly built man o! 
perhaps thirty-five, with a round and chubby face, 
@ black mustache, and more the air of a busihess 
manthanastudent. Talking with me in the Lin- 
coln National bank the otter day, he remarked 
that ina long series of years each section of the 
country was visited by about the 
same average number of earthquake 
shocks. ‘The réason any new shock appears phe- 
nomenal is because the people forget the former 
ones,”’ said the professor. ‘‘We have kept records 
of shocks in New England and the middle states, 
and find that they come year in and year out with 
about the same regularity. The shocks that 
are being reported from the west appear phenome- 
nal to the people out there 
becatse they have no records back of a 
period of forty or fifty years, and within that period 
have forgotten occurrences of the same kind or have 
failed to record them. If some old miner is alive 
whose memory runs back of fifty years he can tell 
them, As tothe volcanic phenomenon in Arizona 
I have no knowledge except from the newspapers. 
The evidences of old volcanic eruptions exist all 
along the mountain ranges in Arizona, New Mexi- 
co, Utah and Nevada up to Oregon. I believe they 
are most numerous in Nevada.” 

When asked what the relative effect wou!d be on 
New York city of a shock like that experienced by 
Charleston, Professor Rees replied in substance 
‘In loss of life and property I should say the disas 
ter would be a hundred fold greater. There is so 
much more property and so many more people in 
asmall compass in this city that the results would 
be greater in proportion. Buildings in this city 
are 1un up to enormous heights, with great sheet 
iron facings. Thestreets, especially in the lower 
part of the city, during the day time, are crowded 
with people, and the falling of these decora- 
tive parts of strnctures would be exeeedingly dis 
astrous to life and limb. The fact that New’ York 
building is mostly done on rock foundation and 
that nearly all the great structures are put together 
with Portland cement instead of mortar might 
save the destruction of much valuable property, 
but all the cheaply built structures would suffer. 
The use of Portland cement has made buildings so. 
solid that they can only be torn down{by the usejof 
explosives, Even insuch structures an earthquake 
like that at Charleston would break the window 
caps and lintels, and prove very destructive.”

PROHIBITION IN TEXAS, 


The Liquor Dealers Under an Iron Clad Law 
After July Fourth, 


From the Galveston, News. 

After the 4th of July next retail liquor 
dealers must keep their saloons open. This means, 
as prescribedin the act, a house in which no 
screen or other device is used within or without to 
obstruct the yiew through the place of entrance. 
All pool tables, begatelle, pigeon hole or Jenny 
Lind tables and others used for games of chance 
are prohibited in retail liquor houses. Sale to 
minors, students and habitual drunkards are pro- 
hibited. Sales to any person are prohibited whose 
wife, mother, daughter or sister gives notice to the 
dealer through the sheriff or other peace officer not 
to tell to such person. A bond of $5,000 is exacted 
of each dealer, conditioned that he will comply 
with the law. Ifthe legislature has authority to 
pass a law of this nature under the existing con- 
stitution—a law that prohibits and obstructs the 
ssle of liquors to various classes of persons, and 
that enables. the wife, mother, daughter or sister to 
command prohibition—what is the use of a consti- 
tutional amendment prohibiting liquor traffic in 
generai? All that appears to be necessary to make 
this enactment a general prohibitory law is to add 
to the list of persons authorized to invoke prohibi- 
tion the mothers-in-law, creditors and spiritual ad- 
visers of those who imbibe intoxicants. The enact- 
ment in question is presumed to be valid uptil 
otherwise pronounced by the courts. Prohi- 
bitionists do not dispute its validity. It is pro- 
hibitory to the extent that the legislature saw fit to 
enact prohibition. Ifa subsequent legislature sees 
fit to extend its operation, there is no limit to tae 
power sotodo unless a point shall be reached 
where prohibition by legislative authority is found 
to confiict with the reserved rights of the citizen as 
a free man and free agent. The enactment as it 
stands attesis the power of the legislatare to re- 
strict the liquor traffic to the bounds within which 
public policy may require that it shall be confined. 
Those who demand more thau this mistrast the 
legislature and declare that the people are in- 
Capable of self government. 


BILL ARP TALES. 


His Views on Slavery—Judge Hiram War- 
ner, 
From the New York Tribune. 


A quaint and pleasant talker of the old 
schoo] is Major Smith—‘‘Bill Arp’’—of Atlanta, Ga., 
who was here the other day to deliver a lecture. 
The major was a slaveholder in his younger days, 
havipg received three families of negroes, some 
twelve persons in all, as the wedding portion of his 
wife. In talking about the slaye question, he said: 
“This talk that the south lost $400,000,000 by the 
emancipation proclamation is ail nonsense. I am 
prepared toshow that the south did not lose a dol- 
lar. In all my experience as a slave-owner, if I 
ever made a dollar by their labor I de not know it. 
We got their labor in exchange for their food and 
their clothing, the rearing of the young and caring 
for the old. We get their labor for the same price 
now without haying the burden of responsibility 
for the young and the aged and sick. We used to 
pay their doctors’ bills; now they pay their own. 
The difference is already seen from the fact that 
many men are accumulating wegith through the 
employment of negroes who never got ahead a dol- 
larin theslave days, although they were owners 
of many slaves.”’ 

In chatting about northern men Major Smith re- 
marked that many northern men had gone into 
the south to make their homes there during the 
Slavery period whe attained distinction. Amonz 
otbers he cited Judge Hiram Warner, a native of 
Vermont, who occupied the highest judicial p2:i- 
tion in the state of Georgia on the beach of the 
supreme court for thirtyseven years. “It is a 
curious phase of human nature.” said Major Smith, 
“that as old age comes creeping on the incident¢ 
and scenes of boyhood come impressively to the 
mind. It was so with Judge Warner. I remember 
talking with him in his old days, when he told me 
he was going to Vermont to see again the green 
hills and the wooded slopes and the trout steams 
and the trees under which he basked in his boy- 
hood days. He became a part of the south, but he 
had not forgotten his old home fn the north.”

SOMETHING OF THE ORDER. 

The Knights of the Temple was*the most 
celebrated and powerful of the medixval mili- 
tary orders of Christendom. Its origin dates 
from 1115, when two French knights, Hugh 
de Payens and Geoffrey de St. Aldemar, took 
upon themselves the obligation of escort- 
ing the pilgrims who continually journeyed 
between Jerusalem andthe river Jordan. They 
were soon joined by other knights, and-were 
permitted by the patriarch of Jerusalem to add 
to the usual monastic vows one biuding them 
to defend the holy sepulchre. Their oath also 
bound them to defend, at the peril of their 
liver, the mysteries of the Christian faith. 
Their habit and rales of life were approved by 
the popes at Rome. | 

These knights were very poor, being called 
“the poor soldiers of the holy city,” and Bald- 
win IJ, king of Jerusalem, gave them a lodging 
in bis palace near the traditional site of the 


temple, and the canons of the adjoining church 


granted them a house for an armory. 

The order became, in course of time, very 
stropg in numbers and wealth throughoat 
Enrope, as wellas Asia, their property and 
revenues being exempt from taxation. It was 
designated as sovereign, the grand master ow- 
ing no allegiance to any prince and being solely 
deper dent on the pope ia spirituals. 

After having their chief seat successively in 
Jerusalem, Antioch, Acreand Caesarea, they 
were compelled, at the extinction of the Latin 
powerin Palestine, to remove tothe island of 
Cyprusin 1291, 

Its extensive ramification throughout F.- 
rope drew upon it the suspicion and jealousy 
of the princes, whose cupidity was also ex- 
cited by its immense wealth. Influenced by 
these motives Philip the Fair, of France, de- 
termined upon its destruction and induced 
Pope Clement V,. to have a jadicial inquiry in- 


| stituted into the orthodoxy and morality of the 


order. Accordingly, in 1306, Jacques De Mo- 
lay, the grand master of Templars, was en- 
ticed to Paris, and all the members of the or- 
der in France, including De Molay, were taken 
into custody and their property everywhere 
seized. None of the charges — them 
could be proven, and the pops tated to 
promulgate the decree for their extermina- 
tion, but Philip ‘induced the archbishop of 
Sens to convoke a council, and by command of

But its secrets and ceremonies, or at least a 
portion of them, have been preserved and, in 
connection with Free Masonry, handed dowa, 
and the new order, inculcating a belief in 
the Christian religion and the practice of 
the Christian virtues, charity and hospitality, 
has been revived in various portions of Europe 
and America. 

The order was introduced into the United 
States late in the last century, South Carolina 
Commandery No. 1, claiming with a reasonable 
degree of certainty, to have been the first in 
this country and to have worked as early as 
1780. The grand encampment of the United 
States was organized in 1816,and has now 
under its jurisdiction thirty-three state grand 
commanderies and some thirty-five subordinate 
commanderies, where there are no grand com- 
manderies, with a membership of about 60,000 
sir knights. 

Appendant to and conferred by the order of 
Knights Templar are the orders of Knights of 
the Red Cross and K nights of Malta, 

The order Knights of the Red (‘ross is found- 
ed upon incidents connected with the building 
of the second temple, said to have taken place 
during the reign of Darius I., son of Hystospis, 
king of Persia, B. C. 521, and is more intimate- 
ly connected with ancient Free Masonry than 
either the order of Knights Templar or Knights 
of Malta. 

In 1048 pious merchants of Amalmi built a 
church and monastery near the site of the holy 
sepulchre, which they dedicated to St. John, 
the Almoner. Their duties were to 
assist sick and needy pilgrims. They 
were called Brothers of St. John or 
hospita)lers, and wore a long black mantle with 
a white cross of eight points on the left breast. 
In theSearly part of the twelfth century thoy 
became a military order, adding new obliga- 
tions to their vows of chastity. In war they 
wore ascarlet surcoat, embellished with the 
cight-pointed white cross. Driven out of Pal- 
estine in 1192, they occupied, Rhodes, and were 
called Knights of Rhodes. 

The Emperor Charles V. bestowed the island 
of Malta upon them in 1530,and they have 
sixce been called Knights of Malta, Their 
wealth and undaunted heroism exist but in 
history. fae 


NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


A Prominent Fx-Confederate Takes too 


Much Morphine. 


The comptroller-general’s office, in the capi- 
tol, came near being the scene of a tragedy 
shortly after noon yesterday, 

Major Ben J. Davis is one of the familiar 
figures about the capitol, his usual headquar- 
ters being in the state library. He is a promi- 
nent ex-confederate. one who left a leg upon 
one of the Virginia battlefields. His home was 
originally in Lumpkin county, and four years 
ago he represented that county in the legisla- 
ture. He was also, for a time, in the office of 
United States Marshal Longstreet, and since 
leaving that he has been employeil in the in- 
terests of Loring’s Law Reporter. He has 
been for some time secretary of the Fulton 
County Confederate Veterans’ association. 

For some time Major Davis has been suffer- 
ing with neuralgia, and it has been his custom 
to put in a portion of bis day resting upon the 
sofa in the private oftice of Comptroller-General 
Wight, Yesterday at just about noon he 
walked into that office and lay down upon the 
sofa. Captain Wright had gone home earlier 
than usual, as had all of his assistants, excopt- 
ing Colonel Bob Irwin. 

Majcr Davis had been lying down but a few 
minutes when Colonel Irwin had occasion to 
go into the private office. 

“What effect has morphineupon a person,” 
Major Davis asked. 

Captain Irwin made some reply and was 
rather startled when the major calmly re- 
marked. 

“Well, I’ve taken five grains of it.” 

“You can’t get it out of yourself too soon,” 
replied Colonel Irwin hurriedly, as he started 
for the door to get medical assistance. 

“But I don’t want it out,’ said Major Davis. 

If he meant what he said he was disappointed 
in his desire to end his existence, thanks to the 
timely arrival of Dr. Bizzell, The morphine 
had just begun to take effect, and by promply 
administering emetics he was brought out all 
right. The sick man refused at first to take 
the medicine, so the doctor administered it in 
the shape of hypodermic injections. 

After a sleep of about an hour Major Davis 
came out all right. 

While the general presumption is that this 
wee an attempt to commit suicide 
some of Major Davis’s friends think 
that be simply took an overdose of the deadly 
drug without realizing the probable result. 
The morphige was in the form of quarter 
grain pills and he had swallowed twenty-five 
of these pills. 

Major Davis has been a sufferer from neéu- 
1algia for some time and has had-a hard fight 
with the world. He is uite poor, has been out 
of work for some time, and has a large family 
cependentupon him. These factsare supposed 
to have produced the melancholia which in- 
duced him to mpt to end his mi ° 

At midnight he wae resting easy and has re- 
covered almost entirely from the effects of the 
morphine,
